Jordanian envoy shot in Rome 


A MM AN (J.T. i — The Jordanian 
ambassador to Italy. Tayseer 
AJa'eddin Touqan. was shot and 
injured in a gun attack while dri- 
ving near the Rome embassy 
Wednesday, a Foreign Ministry 
statement said. 

The statement said that Mr. 
Touqan was hit in the shoulder, 
hand and legs but was out oi dan- 
ger. 

Reuters quoted Italian police 
sources as saying that the amb- 
assador was travelling in his car 
near Piazza Ungheria not far from 
the embassy when a lone gunman 
fired from the pavemeni into the 
car as it slowed down at an int- 
ersection in Parioliand escaped on 
loot. 

Alter interv iewing a number of 
eye-witnesses, police sources in 
Rome said the attack appeared to 
have been carried out by a single 
gunman using an automatic wea- 
pon. 

They added that a second man 
armed with a pistol may also have 
taken pan in the attack. 

Ambassador Touqan and his 
Egyptian driver Hamdi Moh- 


ammad Hidar Daoud. who was 
also wounded in the auack. were 
immediately taken to the Pol- 
iclinico Hospital lor treatment. 

Policlinico officials said later 
the ambassador had rcceiv ed mul- 
tiple injuries to upper and lower 
arteries and had a number ol bro- 
ken limbs. But they said surgeons 
had removed seven bullets and his 
condition was no longer serious. 

However his driver, had been 
hit in the throat and shoulder and 
was not yet out of danger, hospital 
sources said. 

A number ol attacks involving 
diplomats or representatives ol 
Arab and Asian countries have 


taken place in Rome since 1977. 
but this was (he first time Jordan 
was affected. 

Majed Abou Sharar. head ol 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation tPLOi Unified Inl- 
ormution Office, was blown up in 
a hotel room here in October 
1 I . and another PLO official 
was killed in an attack the fol- 
lowing June. 

A spokesman at Italian police 
headquarters said several units 
had gone to the scene to interv iew 
eye-witnesses. 

Two men carrying arms were 
detained near the Piazza and 
taken to police headquarters.

dentified gunman. 

In New Delhi, hospital sources 
said Mr. Khurma was now out 
of danger. “The ambassadors 
condition is much better and he is 
now recovering satisfactorily.” a 
spokesman told reporters at a bri- 
efing. The statement was con- 
firmed here by a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman who said the amb- 
assador's condition is improving 
and there is no cause for concern. 

Mr. Khurma. 55. was shot by a 
man with an automatic weapon as 
he was walking from the Jor- 
danian embassy to his home in 


New Delhi's diplomatic quarter. 
The gunman escaped. 

An official Indian spokesman 
said no arrests had been made, but 
security had been tightened esp- 
ecially in -view of the meeting ol 
Commonwealth heads of gov- 
ernment starting in New Delhi on 
Nov. 23. 

"The incident underlines the 


need lor strict security lor the 
Commonwealth meeting and we 
have made vigorous arr- 
angements." he said. 

The hospital spokesman said no 
surgery was immediately planned 
lor the ambassador, who was hit in 
the chest, both arms and leli leg.

Canada does not rule out independent 
Palestinian state, says MacEachan

AMMAN — Canadian Deputy 
Prime Minister and External Aff- 
airs Minister Allan MacEachan 
Wednesday said that Canada does 
noi rule out the establishment of 
an independent Palestinian state 
after Middle East peace neg- 
otiations are successfully com- 
pleted. He also described Israeli 
settlements in the occupied Arab 
territories as illegal and an obs- 
tacle to peace. 

At a press cnnlerence held ai 
the Intercontinental Hotel at the 
conclusion of Lhree-day visit to 
Jordan. Mr. MacEachan said: “Ji 
the (Middle Easti negotiations 
lead to an independent Palestinian 
entity. Canada would not object to 
that. We would not rule that out.” 
He also said that if a negotiated 
Middle East settlement leads to a 
Falesiinian-Jnrdanian federation, 
that will also be acceptable to 
Canada. 

Mr. MacEachan reiterated 
Canada's stand that the Israeli set- 
tlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories “are illegal and... are an 
obstacle to the peace process.” 
“We have been very concerned 


about these settlements. We made 
that view quite clear on several 
'occasions." he said. "At the Uni- 
ted Nations recently we appealed 
to Israel to reconsider its set- 
tlement policy." he added. 

‘Palestinians have rights' 

The Canadian deputy prime 
minister stressed that the Pal- 
estinians "have legitimate rights 
and just requirements." 

"They have the right to par- 
ticipate in negotiations that will 
determine their own (uiurc and ... 
they have a claim to a homeland 
on the West Bank and Gaza." Mr. 
MacEachan said. 

He expressed Canada’s desire 
to see the "occupied territories 
enjoyed by the Palestinians, 
where they would leel at home, 
where they will have a future and 
where they will lullli their asp- 
irations." 

Mr. MacEachan defined the 
word homeland as "a territory 
which people make their homes, 
have some stake, some destiny 
and some influence." adding that 
“it is difficult to define in advance 
the kind of political structure that 
would prevail in the ( Palestinian i 


homeland, prior to negotiations”. 

U.S. involvement in Lebanon 

Commenting on U.S. inv- 
olvement in Lebanon Vlr. Ylac- 
Eachan said that he does not for- 
esee any withdrawal by U.S. for- 
ces Irom the Multi-National 
Force. '• It is clear that it | the U.S. ) 
will remain in Lebanon, but what 
is not clear is whether it will inc- 
rease its involvement to the point 
where it can have even more dec- 
isive influence on the situation in 
Lebanon.” he added. 

During his visit to Jordan Mr. 
MacEachan held talks with His 
Majesty King Hussein. Mis Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan. 
Foreign Minister Marwan AI 
Uasem and other high ranking 
government officials. 

‘Successful talks’ 

Commenting on his talks in 
Amman the Canadian minister 
said that he had "very uselul dis- 
cussions" on international issues 
and Jordanian-Canadian rel- 
ations.

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Baghdad intends to bomb 
Iranian port, Japan told 


U.S. regrets airspace 
violations, Greece says 




TOKYO (R) — The Iraqi government has told 
Japan it intends to bomb the south Iranian port of 
Bandar Khomeini soon, the Japanese foreign min- 
istry said Wednesday. 


A ministry spokesman said the 
Japanese embassy in Baghdad had 
been told officially of the Iraqi 
plan. 

Two days ago the Iraqi foreign 
ministry told Japan that Iraqi air- 
craft would soon attack a 
Japanese- Iranian petrochemical 
complex near Bandar Khomeini 
port and urged Japan to withdraw 
any nationals working there. 

The Mitsui Group which leads 
the Japanese side in the joint ven- 
ture said no Japanese were at the 
petrochemical plant, but about 
I.ikmi Iranians were involved in 
maintenance work there. 

Last week Iraq s aid it had mined 
the approaches to Bandar Kho- 
meini. a modem port with more 
than 40 berths used mainly by 
ships of up to K.onu gross tonnes 


from the L^nited Arab Emirates. 
India and Pakistan. 

The Japanese foreign ministry 
Tuesday urged Iraq not to attack 
the petrochemical complex, aba- 
ndoned when HS per cent com- 
plete in 1MN0. and already bom- 
bed several times by Iraqi aircraft. 

Meanwhile. Iran's U.N. rep- 
resentative said Tuesday the Uni- 
ted Slates was trying to make his 
country a scapegoat for last Sun- 
day’s bomb explosion in Beirut 
which killed more than 2tiO Ame- 
rican Marines. 

“To produce allegations against 
the Islamic republic of Iran is not 
correct. It is not justified, it is not 
fair either" ambassador Said 
Rajaie-Khorassani told a news 
conference. 

Regarding private consultations 


on a possible Security Council- 
resolution aimed at ending the 
three-year-old Gulf war. Mr. Raj- 
aie said he had not yet received 
instructions from his government 
but believed it would not be happy 
with the draft in its present form. 

Iranians leave North Korea 

TOKVO tRi — An Iranian del- 
egation led by Prime Minister Mir 
Hussein Musavi left Pyongyang 
Wednesday after a three-day off- 
icial visit to North Korea, the 
North Korean Central News Age- 
ncy reported. 

The agency reported earlier 
that Iranian Defence Minister 
Mohammad Salimi and North 
Korean Defence Minister O Jin- U 
had a friendly talk Tuesday. 

Informed sources in Tokyo said 
that last year North Korea exp- 
orted arms and ammunition worth 
SXiih million to Iran, which is at 
war with Iraq. This amounted to 
about 40 per cent of Iran’s 1VX2 
arms imports, they said. 


Zimbabwe does not 
want ties with Israel 


HARARE (Agencies/ — Zim- 
babwe's state-run broadcasting 
services have rejected suggestions 
that Zimbabwe establish dip- 
iimatic links with Israel, assailing 
the Jewish state as an ally of the 
country's arch-foe. South Africa. 

In a commentary on radio and 
television Tuesday night, the 
Zimbabwe Broadcasting Cor- 
poration said former 
Zimbabwean- Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Bishop Abel Muzorewa 
had visited Israel “to renew his 
ties with the Jewish state, whose 
murderous activities are well 
known in the Middle East and Afr- 
ica. 

"If the whole imperialist com- 
munity. backed by sophisticated 
weaponry, failed to stop the march 
to freedom, how can puppet Muz- 
orewa and the hated Jews and 
Boers (South Africans/ succeed?" 
it asked. 

Zimbabwe has no diplomatic 


relations with Israel, which it acc- 
uses of having worked with South 
Africa to support the white min- 
ority Rhodesian regime of former 
Premier Ian Smith. 

While in occupied Jerusalem for 
a religious conference last week. 
Bishop Muzorewa said Zimbabwe 
should establish diplomatic rel- 
ations with Israel and benefit from 
its technological and agricultural 
expertise. 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
said at the weekend that Bishop 
Muzorewa was conspiring with 
Israel to destabilise Zimbabwe. 

Israeli newspapers claimed last 
week that Israeli visitors to Zim- 
babwe were not being allowed in. 
for whatever reason they went 
there lor. The newspapers est- 
imated that about l.UliO Israelis 
travel to Zimbabwe each year, and 
said that Israel's tourist ofGce rec- 
eived word from the Zimbabwean 
authorities that Israeli visitors are 
no more welcome to the country. 


Dutch radar 
billed for UAE 
armed forces 

ABU DHABI ( R> - The Net- 
herlands Wednesday proposed to 
supply the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) armed forces with adv- 
anced radar equipment. Dutch 
Foreign Trade Minister Frederick 
Polkestein said. 

He told Reuters he had made 
the proposal during a meeting 
with the deputy commander of (he 
U AE's armed forces. Sheikh Kha- 
lifa Bin Zaid Al-Nahayan. 

Mr. Polkestein. who arrived 
here Tuesday night at the start of a 
tour which will also take him to 
Bahrain and Baghdad, said he had 
discussed an economic coo- 
peration agreement with UAE 
Trade and Economy Minister Seif 
AJ-Jarwan when they met earlier 
Wednesday. 

The agreement to encourage 
technological, agricultural and 
petrochemical cooperation bet- 
ween the two countries has still to 
be approved by both gov- 
ernments.

Egypt urges restraint on Lebanon 


C A I RO ( R ) — Egypt Wednesday 
urged restraint on all parties inv- 
olved in Lebanon and President 
Hosni Mubarak scheduled a mee- 
ting with the U.S. ambassador at 
the start of an Egyptian diplomatic 
effort to try to help cool the Leb- 
anese crisis. 

Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan 
Ali said Mr. Mubarak consulted 
for two hours on Lebanon with 
senior officials, including Prime 
Minister Fuad Moheiddin. 

Vlr. Ali said the situation after 
the Beirut bombings demanded 
“more self-restraint and a more 


positive approach towards peace 
and solving the problems of the 
area, including the Lebanese and 
Palestinian problems." 

While Mr. Mubarak was seeing 
U.S. ambassador Alfred Ath- 
erton. Egypi would also contact 
several Arab states and the other 
Wesiem nations that contribute 
troops to the Multi-national Pea- 
cekeeping Force in Beirut. Ali 
said. 

Cairo lauds French jets 

CAIRO (R) — Egyptian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Bou- 


iros Ghali said the five French 
Super-Etendard jet fighters bou- 
ght by Iraq would help to reach 
peaceful solution to the Gulf war 
between Iraq and Iran. 

Mr. Ghali told a news con- 
ference: *‘We are in favour of this 
aid to Iraq and we believe these 
arms will help us find a peaceful 
solution to the war." 

He said he had no information 
about a report in the weekly opp- 
osition newspaper AlSha'ab quo- 
ting French sources in Paris as say- 
ing that the Etendards were at an 
Egyptian air base. 


French public backs troops in Lebanon 


PARIS I R i — The Beirut bomb 
attacks have led to a swing in 
French public opinion in favour of 
the Lebanon peace force, as well 
as a flood of volunteers to replace 
the French soldiers who died. 

A poll published in Le Quo- 
tidien de^ Paris Wednesday said 5 1 
per cenf now favoured continued 
French participation in the force. 
In a similar survey last month. 56 


per cent said they were opposed. 

The latest poll said an ove- 
rwhelming majority of *Sl per cent 
approved President Francois Mit- 
terrand's flying visit to Beirut alter 
the attacks, which killed at least 4S 
French and more than 2UU Ame- 
rican soldiers. 

The commander of the First 
Paratroop Regiment based in the 
Pyrenean town of Pau meanwhile 


reported that more than 6(1 of his 
men had volunteered to replace 
their comrades who died. 

Col. Jean-Claude Cardinal said 
there were more volunteers than 
places available. 

Individual soldiers speaking lo 
reporters said some wanted to 
help in rescue work, while others 
wanted to avenge the killings. 


ATHENS (R: - The United Sta- 
tes has expressed regret for vio- 
lating Greek airspace earlier this 
monlh, the government spo- 
kesman said here Wednesday. 

Greece had received a reply to 
its protest lodged on Oct. 10 cla- 
iming repeated violations of its 
airspace by American planes rak- 
ing part in a NATO exercise in the 
Aegean. 

By mistake the Americans 
jammed Greek radar systems. 
apparently during an exercise to 
jam Turkish radar systems, the 
spokesman said. 

Greece withdrew from the exe- 


rcise after its dcm.wd far the .inc- 
lusion of Lemnos Island — which 
Turkey says should - he ^ dem- . 
ilitarised — was rejected by 
NATO planners. 

The spokesman quoted die 
American reply as saying that n 
did not consider as a violation its 
failure to submit flight plans when 
U.S. military planes entered C.re'- 
ece's flight information region. 

The American side claimed that 
according to internal tonal reg- 
ulations only civil planes Iwd to 
submit such plans ami not military 
planes taking part in manoeuvres. 

"The Greek side rejected this 
interpretation.'’ he said. 


Jerusalem mayor wins 63% 
of the vote in local elections 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (Ri 
— Jerusalem's long serving Mayor 
Teddy Kolick was returned to off- 
ice Wednesday with support from 
the city's Arab community in local 
elections. 

The mayors of Te! Aviv and 
Haifa. Israel's two main cit- 
ies. were also re-elected. 

Complete results of Tuesday's 
voting were not expected until 
Friday but early returns showed 
marginal gains for the opposition 
Labour Party. 

There was no clear national 
trend, however, and it appeared 
that personalities and local issues 


had decided the campaign in mnsi 
areas. 

Mr. Kolick. 72. mayor since 
[<*65. ran on a ticket stressing 
Jewish- Arab cooperation He 
won 63 per cent of the vote. 

Mr. KoIIek's supporters also 
won a majority on the municipal 
council giving the mayor a str- 
onger hand and reducing the inf- 
luence of ultra-orthodox religious 
Jews in municipal affairs. 

During the campaign Mr. Kol- 
iek was injured in the leg when 
uhra-orthodox extremists beat 
him up to protest at plans to buiM 
a swimming-pool near a religious 
neighbourhood. 


Pakistan tightens security

Mufti: Rural women to play active role 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A five-day int- 
ernational conference on the role 
of women in food production 
ended in Amman Wednesday. 

The 25 participants from 1 1 
countries issued rec- 
ommendations which called, 
among other things, for the dev- 
elopment of guidance pro- 
grammes for Arab women in rural 
regions so as to satisfy their needs 
especially in crop cultivation and 
food production work. 

Rural women should be enc- 
ouraged to join cooperative soc- 
ieties to benefit from loan services 
and the advice and guidance off- 
ered through them to help imp- 


rove their production of food, the 
recommendations said. 

They also called for the inc- 
lusion of home economic in the 
curricula of community colleges 
and agricultural institutes in Arab 
countries in order to recruit agr- 
icultural guides that can help rural 
woman serve their society. 

In a speech to the closing ses- 
sion. Minister of Social Dev- 
elopment In’am Al Mufti called 
for the revision of social work ins- 
titute programmes with a view to 
deepening the concept of women's 
participation in promoting the 
country's economic life. 

Vocational training should be 


developed in a manner that allows 
women to lake more active roles 
in developing Jordan's economic 
and social life. Mrs. Mufti said. 

Mrs. Mufti also praised the role 
of rural women in agricultural 
production. 

The conference was organised 
by the Ministry of Social Dev- 
elopment in cooperation with the 
U.N. Food and Agriculture Org- 
anisation.

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan and 
Turkey are to launch cooperation 
in higher education and research 
into cultural and historical affairs, 
according to a spokesman for a 
delegation just back from an off- 
icial visit to Turkey. 

The delegation, which includes 
the presidents of the three Jor- 
danian universities, returned to 
Amman T uesday evening and said 
that they had reached agreement 
with Turkish universities on a 
number of measures. 


These include: Teaching the 
Turkish language to university 
students who wish to learn it; 
admitting Turkish students to the 
Sharia (Islamic Law) College in 
the University of Jordan to learn 
religious subjects, and inviting a 
group of scholars and researchers 
from both countries to conduct 
joint research work in cultural and 
historical affairs. 

According to the spokesman, 
the six-member delegation toured 
Turkish universities and held talks 
with their officials and presidents 


on the exchange of visits by staff, 
the granting of scholarships to 
Jordanian students, exchange vis- 
its by scouts from both countries, 
the dispatch of students to Turkish 
universities to study documents 
and manuscripts dating back to 
Ottoman rule and conducting 
joint research. 

Both sides agreed on holding a 
general conference in April 19X5 
in Amman to explore ways of bol- 
stering Jordanian-Turkish coo- 
peration, the spokesman said.

“It is intended to disband the 
Grenadian army and re-establish 
the police force." he said. 

Mr. Adams said the Org- 
anisation of Eastern Caribbean 
Countries, in backing the inv- 
asion. had acted in accordance 
with us treaty “to re-establish law 
and order in Grenada." 

He said both the United States 
and Britain had been invited to 
take part and East Caribbean 
countries were disappointed by 
British criticism.“The United Sta- 
tes is being welcomed as a helper."

U.S. Ambassador to France 
E% an Galbraith said in Paris that 
preparations for the invasion 
began two weeks ago. This was 
before the Oct. 1 9 murder ot Gre- 
nadian Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop in a bloody coup by the 
present military leaders. 

In a television interview, Mr. 
Galbraith denied this was a 
Soviet-style military action, say- 
ing: "We are going to try to res- 
tore the constitutional process." 


U.S. troops would stay no more 
than two weeks, he said — “we are 
there solely to pacify the bandits 
and then we will leave.” 

Loire U.S. voice 

The United Stales has been the 
only country so far to defend the 
invasion of Grenada before the 
U.N. Security Council, which 
meets again Wednesday to decide 
whether to call for an immediate 
troop withdrawal. 

The council heard sharp den- 
unciations of the American-led 
invasion during an emergency ses- 
sion that lasted far into the night 
and it scheduled further debate on 
a formal resolution condemning 
the action. 

Sponsored by Guyana and Nic- 
aragua. the resolution asks the 
council to call for an immediate 
end to the intervention, and the 
immediate withdrawal of the inv- 
ading troops. 

Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar would be asked to rep- 
ort back within 4X hours on the 
implementation of the resolution. 

If the United States were to exe- 


rcise its veto and block the res- 
olution. the question could go to 
.the General Assembly where 
there is no veto. Diplomatic sou- 
rces said the text would then have 
a good chance of being adopted by 
a wide margin. 

In the debate so far, U.S. del- 
egate Jeane Kirkpatrick defended 
the intervention in Grenada, in 
which nearly 2.0(H) Marines and 
troops from six Caribbean lands 
are taking part. 

"We believe that the action is 
reasonable and proportionate to 
the deterioration of the authority 
in Grenada and the threat that is 
posed to peace and security in the 
Eastern Caribbean." she said. 

Grenada’s lan Jacobs said it was 
“an absolute joke” to speak of a 
multinational force when all but 
five per cent of the troops were 
American. 

Raul Roa Kouri of Cuba spoke 
of “squalid little footnotes” used 
by Washington to cover “dis- 
gusting acts." 

Ali Treiki of Libya said the 
Grenadians' “only sin” was that 
they chose a government Was- 
hington disliked.

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Invasions don’t help 

GRENADA is so far away and disconnected from the Middle 
East that whatever happens there, whoever rules in St. Geo- 
rge's, apparently is not going to affect our lives here. Yet, the 
American invasion of the tiny Caribbean island is not som- 
ething that we and the rest of the world can easily ignore. 

The U.S. president, in an appearance to announce the 
surprise landing early Tuesday morning, said he ordered the 
invasion for three reasons — to ensure the safety of some 1,000 
Americans living on the island, to prevent what he termed 
further chaos (after the military takeover in Grenada) and to 
“help restore law and order and governmental institutions'’ 
there. 

Moreover, according to the president, the six-nation Org- 
anisation of Eastern Caribbean States (OECS), which groups 
the little-known Monteserrat, St. Kitts, Antigua, Dominica, 
St. Lucia and St. Vincent, had requested American support 
and Washington was not going to withhold it from them. 

President Reagan might have also thought of other jus- 
tifications — and they seem to be only justifications — in 
ordering the invasion: The OECS members' fear that the 
leftist-ruled state had become a serious threat to security in the 
region; the operation was necessary to cut short the rev- 
olutionary process which started with the Marxist coup on the 
island in 1979; the citing of Soviet and Cuban involvement in 
the overthrow of the Maurice Bishop government; the possible 
use of Grenada as a military staging area against the U.S. and 
neighbouring states; perceived threats to U.S. oil shipping 
lanes and to movement of American arms to Europe in the 
event of war; and. Anally, to send a message to Nicaragua, and 
the El Salvador guerrillas, that Washington was prepared to 
intervene militarily in any country where the regime is hostile 
to the U.S., if anybody “needs” the message. 

The U.S. might have thought ofeverything and anything to 
send its troops to invade another, tiny but sovereign and ind- 
ependent, state. But the fact remains that a superpower like the 
U.S. should not have done it. The move, besides being illegal 
and in contravention of international principles and practices, 
is an ill-judged adventure that will make a mockery of all moral 
arguments against foreign occupations and the use of force asa 
means to solve the world’s political problems. 

In the Middle East, at least, the sight of American gunboats 
and gunboat diplomacy has not been helpful to peace, and we 
should not have liked to see it enforced.

Al Dustour: Summit, an optimistic sign 
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Criticism mounts over U.S. foreign involvement

WASHINGTON - The double 
shock lo the United States of the 
Grenada invasion and the Beirut' 
bomb attack has thrusi war- 
and-peace issues to the forefront 
of presidential campaigning and 
may expose President Reagan to 
heavy political risk. 

I lowev er events turn out in the 
L.S.-led invasion ol the Car- 
ibbean islanJ or in Lebanon, they 
have stunned Americans and riv- 
eted attention on the area pol- 
lsters consider a weak point ol the 
president, the conduct ol foreign 
j *olicy and the public's lear ol war. 

Mr. Reagan's Republican Party 
strategists had ho|vJ to keep the 
presidential campaign loc- 
usscJ almost exclusively on eco- 
nomic issues where he has been 
gaining public sup|vort. in other 
words, on issues that breed opt- 
imism rather than anxiety. 

1'hc president has deterred a 
lormal decision on whether lie will 
run again until December or so. 

Bui any hopes lie had ol lim- 
ning a campaign to domestic iss- 


ues have now almost certainly van- 
ished with the double-dose ol grim 
news Irom Grenada and Lebanon 
on iop of many oilier simmering 
foreign controversies. 

vlr. Reagan announced Tue- 
sday that troops from "the United 
States and six Caribbean nations" 
had landed on the tiny island of 
Grenada, where military officers 
took power in a bloody coup last 
week. 

He said the objectives ol the 
expedition were "to rescue about 
I JK H i Americans stranded on 
Grenada and to break chaotic rule 
exercised by a brutal group of lel- 
list thugs." 

The invasion came just three 
days after a bomb demolished the 
headquarters ol the U.S. force in 
Beirut, killingat least 214 Marines 
and plunging the United States 
into national mourning. 

As in the case of ihe Lebanon 
disaster, political reaction to the 
Grenada invasion was muied dur- 
ing the early hours ol conlusion 
and tension as vlr. Reagan's critics 
sought to avoid the appearance of 
exploiting a crisis for partisan 
goals. 

But. also as with Lebanon 


where demands for reappraisal ol 
I'.S. policy and calls for wit- 
hdrawing the via lines have alr- 
eady started, the patriotic mor- 
atorium on comment did not last 
long. 

Senator Gaty Han. competing 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, urged Congress to 
conduct "a full and in-depth deb- 
ate on American involvement in 
Grenada." 

Senator Alan Cranston, ano- 
llter Democratic White House 
contender, said: “We have a 
trigger-happy president who has 
recklessly landed us in two civil 
wars, in Grenada and Lebanon, 
and his policies threaten to land us 
in a third civil war in El Salvador 
and (another in. Nicaragua." 

Other top Democrats such as 
House of Representatives Spe- 
aker Thomas O’Neill refused lo 
criticise the Grenada invasion in 
the heat of the lighting. But 
O'Neill grumbled that Congress 
had not been consulted in advance 
and political sources said many 
lawmakers were shocked and 
angry over the American action. 

“Politically. Mr. Reagan has 


trumped his ace by interjecting 
this invasion in a period of nat- 
ional mourning o'er Lebanon ” 
said one senior Democratic str- 
ategist. ~ His timingcould not have 
been worse.” 

Initial comment from these and 
other sources suggested that while 
the death of the Marines and the 
Grenada invasion involve very dif- 
ferent events in widely separated 
areas, they have some common 
threads in terms of the political 
questions vlr. Reagan is likely to 
face as the dust settles: 

What national interest requires 
the use ol U.S. troops’.* and what 
precisely are they supposed to 
accomplish in these areas? 

in the case of Grenada, other 
questions also emerged in the ini- 
tial encounter between Secretary 
of State George Shultz and rep- 
orters Tuesday. 

How does the invasion differ 
from “gunboat diplomacy” of the 
past? And how can the United 
States condemn Soviet-backed 
intervention in some areas while 
practising overt intervention in 
others? 

“At the heart of the whole mat- 
ter is the coherence of U.S. foreign 


policy." said Democratic party 
strategist Peter Han. 

“To the American voter, it 4 
■•cry hard to understand this 'lea- 
pfrogging* of national interests. 
One day Grenada is critical, ano- 
ther day this place is. then that 
place is. And the public says: 
"Gee. I never heard ol these pla- 
ces* 

Like other analysts in both the 
opposition andRcpublican camps, 
vlr. Han conceded that while it 
now seems clear international 
conflicts will have a major impact 
on the ! l >s4 presidential election, 
the effect on Mr. Reagan depends 
on how major events turn out. 

“Six to eight months from now. 
il there’s a sense that the world ts 
at peace and we have an arms con- 
trol agreement, then obviously 
that will work to Mr. Reagan's 
advantage.” he said. 

“But if there’s a continuing run 
ol incidents with multiple hot- 
spots. there’s just going to be a 
sense that the winds ol war arc 
blowing, and that will concern 
voters very deeply.” 

While it is an axiom that Ame- 
ricans rally around their pre- 


sidents in times of crisis, ifor poj. 
meat backlash finally stirred bv 
the v iemam war and the 1 u7o., 4 ', 
Iran hostage episode dem- 
onstrated that public patience and 
resolve has its limits. 

In vlr. Reagan' scase. ports have 
shown consistently tor y cars that 
he is unusually vulnerable in per- 
ceptions ni being a bellicose lea. 
der who might ignite war by mis- 
calculation. 

Two recent surveys conducied 
by ABC and CBS hews showed 
that rising confidence m his han- 
dling of tiie economy is being oft- 
sei by tumbling confidence in Jus 
conduct of foreign policy and ano- 
ther rise of w ar-scare feelings, this 
time over Lebanon. 

According to the polls, taken m 
late September long before the 
Beirut bombing, solid majorities 
wanted the Marines pulled out ot 
Lebanon soon. 

While vlr. Reagan’s adviser, 
are hoping the public will see his 
mnv cs in Lebanon and G renads as 
courageous leadership, he can nn 
longer make the invaluable 
election-year claim that In* kepi 
American troops from dying 
foreign conflicts. 



Arab diplomatic boycott 
of Egypt on the wane

CAIRO Egypt is looking less 
and less like the Arab World’s par- 
iah even though no Arab state has 
yet gone as far as restoring dip- 
lomatic relations, severed after 
the laic President Anwar Sadat’s 
1979 “|»eacc treaty” with Israel. 

Iraq, needmg help in its war 
with Iran, has been prominent 
among Arab countries that have 
discreetly rebuilt links with the 
Eygpt of Mr. Sadat’s successor. 
Hosni Mubarak. 

Only radicals such as Libya and 
Syria remain steadfastly hostile 
with recent talk, for instance, of 
restored air links with Libya com- 
ing to nothing. 

Airliners plying between Egypt 
and other Arab states are more 
often than not full. Some three 
million Egyptians continue to 
work elsewhere in the Arab 
World, many in Saudi Arabia. 
Iraq and Jordan. 

In turn. Saudis flock here as 
tourists, prized for their lavish tip- 


ping by the taxi drivers who com- 
pete to cany them from luxury 
hotels to the nightclubs of Cairo's 
Pyramids Road. 

Egypt's prime minister. Fuad 
vlohieddin. recently told rep- 
orters that Arab states' inv- 
estment in various projects in 
Egypt now totals I* per cent of 
total investment here. 

Mr. Mohieddin added that 
Egypt is not pressing restoration 
of diplomatic links. 

“We are ready whenever they 
are ready. This does not make any 
difference to us as relations arc 
already there on all other levels.” 
be said. 

Mr. Mubarak met several Arab 
heads of state at the non-aligned 
summit in New Delhi last March, 
on the basis of a tacit und- 
erstanding that the lack of formal 
relations, most Arab countries 
maintain well staffed “interest 
sections” in Cairo, should not pre- 
vent improving relations in all 
other fields. 

A foreign ministry official told 
Reuters no Arab state would dare 


restore lull ties unless an Arab 
summit approved. 

“The restoration ol lull ties is 
not an objective in itsell. What is 
important is developing relations 
between Egypt and Arab cou- 
ntries." he said. 

Iraq, which pioneered the idea 
of boycotting Egypt and was host 
to the Baghdad Arab summit that 
implemented the idea, was the 
first country to start moving shyly 
back, although it stops short of 
restoring full relations. 

The Iraqi deputy premier and 
foreign minister. Tariq Aziz, 
broke the ice with a Cairo visit last 
July. vlr. Mohieddin says that 
Egypt's deputy premier and for- 
eign minister, Kamal Hassan Ali. 
will return the visit next month. 

Iraq has increased its diplomats 
in Cairo from I u to more than 3*1 
and established a military mission, 
while Iraq and Egypt have agreed 
to revive economic and cultural 
links. 

Diplomats said Iraq was inf- 
luenced by its need for Egyptian 
support in the Gulf war with Iran. 


The scale of Egyptian help to 
Iraq is not published but it has 
supplied spares for Soviet-built 
weapons. 

Iraqi Vice-President Taha Yas- 
sin Ramadan said in a magazine 
interview last summer that about 
1 5.tM>i» Egyptian volunteets were 
fighting alongside Iraqi troops. 

But as dose as relations may be 
with Iraq. Jordan. Lebanon. .Mor- 
occo and several Arab Gulf cou- 
ntries. none of their leaders has 
invited Mr. Mubarak to visit nor 
visited Cairo. 

Mr. Mohieddin strongly denied 
that a meeting in New York earlier 
this month between Mr. Mubarak 
and King Hassan of Morocco was 
a prelude to a visit by either to the 
other's capital.

1 1 IE INI 1 1 AL reaction inside the United States indicates thin Was- 
hington has chosen to respond lo the explosions Sunday m Beirut by 
imposing its control and domination over the situation in that cou- 
ntry. The imposition ol American will in Lebanon will be at the topol 
the agenda of Thursday's Paris meeting between the lour ministers 
whose countries arc participating in establishing the Lebanon peace. 
By American standards, ihe re-imposition ol domination and control 
over Lebanon means carrying nut drastic action designed to change 
lhc balance ol power in that country which entails supporting and 
strengthening the Beirut government or President Gemayel and 
helping it to spread its control over the mountains overlooking Beirut 
as well as the capital itself. 

Hie Americans have already strengthened their naval forces olf 
ihe Lebanese coast and all the signs indicate that they arc about to 
involve themselves even more in the Lebanese conflict. Previous 
experiences have proved that foreign military intervention in Leb- 
anon only increases the tension and complicates matters further. By 
calling lor the Paris iffccting and strengthening its forces in Lebanon, 
the United States seems to be intent on detending its policy in the 
region and probably involving more U.S. military personnel in saf- 
eguarding that policy, regardless or the opposition Irom the U.S. 
congress and the adverse cl Teas this involvement might have on the 
prospects ol a national reconciliation in Lebanon. 


Let’s ail go forward together, sings Kaunda

LUSAKA - The candidate add- 
ressed the packed hall of 1U min- 
utes on the meaning of Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda's 
theme song "let's all go forward 
together”. 

His topic could have been “how 
to combat crime” or“lhe need for 
self-reliance". Both are aut- 
horised campaign subjects for 
general elections in socialist, 
one-party Zambia on Oct. 27. 

Raymond Handahu. 36. one of 
eight parliamentary candidates for 
Lusaka's Matero constituency, 
was being out through his paces at 
an election meeting organised by 
Mr. Kaunda's United National 
Independence Party (UNJPi. 

He ended the speech with a 
wave of his axe. his identifying 
symbol on the ballot paper, and 
made way for the next candidate, 
businessman Morgan Mbuzi. 
whose symbol is a fool. 

Mr. Matero. a crowded tow- 
nship of squatter compounds and 
municipality-buil houses within 
sight of the tall office blocks of 
central Lusaka, is one of 1 23 con- 
stituencies preparing to send rep- 
resemtives to the 135-seat nat- 
ional assembly. 

Elections have been postponed 
in two constituencies where can- 
didates have died and the rem- 


aining ten seats will be filled by 
presidential nominees. 

The candidates, all UNIP mem- 
bers approved by the party's omn- 
ipotent central committee, are 
expected to support party policy 
completely. 

Election meetings are dom- 
inated by praise for the national 
philosophy of humanism, for- 
mulated by Mr. Kaunda from tra- 
ditional African culture, Christian 
principles and both eastern and 
western brands of socialism. 

A presidential election, which is 
expected to return Mr. Kaunda for 
a fifth five-year term will be held 
at the same time as the vote for the 
national assembly. .Mr. Kaunda is 
unopposed but needs 5 1 per cent 
of the total vote lo retain office. 

Parliamentary candidates are 
barred from campaigning ind- 
ividually. criticising their rivals, 
seducing voters with election 
promises or offering such att- 
ractions as free beer and ent- 
ertainment. 

“There is great disparity bet- 
ween the candidates. There are 
wealthy people whose main aim is 
to become government ministers 
and the man at the bottom who is 
part of the miseries of his con- 
stituency.” said Tobias Mbewe. 
director of elections. 

“If they were allowed to cam- 
paign as they wanted, the rich 
would use their wealth.” he 
added. 


A liule wealth would go a long 
way in Matero. swollen in the 19 
years since independence from 
Britain by a stream of job-seekers 
from ihe countryside. 

Matero is home to nearly one in 
six of Lusaka's 6IHJJWH pop- 
ulation. Most eke out a liv ing from 
manual work in the nation’s ailing 
industrial sector or work inf- 
ormally as hawkers, market tra- 
ders. domestic servants or jobbing 
craftsmen. 

The township’s 4 2.01 Ml reg- 
istered voters are at the receiving 
end of a national economy which 
sutlers an affliction common to 
many developing countries, 
over-dependence on a single 
commodity. 

Zambia lias traditionally relied 
on copper exports, around 
bdO.iH Ml tonnes a year, to finance 
its socialist policies, but poor pri- 
ces for the metal over the past nine 
years have meant commodity sho- 
rtages. rising prices and det- 
eriorating social services for the 
ordinary Zambian. 

A blanket costs the average 
labourer seven day’s wages- Maize 
meal, which most peasants and 
workers boil into (he staple food 
called nshima. has almost doubled 
in price in the last two yean but 
there has been no comparable inc- 
rease in wages. 

Medical care is free but hos- 
pitals and clinics are overstretched 


and the supply of drugs sometimes 
erratic. 

Although there is liule scope for 
aspiring members of parliament to 
comment directly on these har- 
dships during their campaigns, 
many are local politicians who are 
standing on their record of past 
service to the community. 

Mr. Handahu. who owns a 
commercial college, is a well- 
known party official in Matero. 

Despite being a one-party ins- 
titution. the assembly is occ- 
asionally the scene of outspoken 
criticism of government policy. 
Mate id's former representative, 
banker Francis Nkhoma. who is 
not standing this lime, was one of 
its most vocal members. 

Criticism usually focuses on 
Zambia' s economic condition, the 
worst since independence in 1964. 

Less than two weeks before ele- 
ction day. Mr. Kaunda. who never 
ures of stressing the centrality of 
man in the philosophy of hum- 
anism. said the only answer to the 
country's problems was self- 
reliance and hard work. 

Launching humanism week, an 
annual event when senior gov- 
ernment officials and businessmen 
don old clothes and labour on 
some project to benefit others, he 
said community and cooperative 
work would make Zambia great. 

“This must be the character of 
our nation all the time and not just 
during humanism week." he said.

LONDON — Man's growing abi-- 
lity to crack genetic codes that 
create different, life forms is bre- 
eding a new farm industry as inv- 
estors see the potential benefits 
for world food production. . 

Advances in plant genetic eng- 
ineering in the past decade are 
bringing scientists closer to cre- 
ating plants that can withstand 
disease and make their own fer- 
tilisers, experts say. 

“We are, quite frankly, on the 
threshold of a tremendous rev- 
olution in agriculture." Phillip 
Hayward, marketing manager of a 
newly Formed British company 
called Agricultural Genetics, told 
Reuters. 

Genetic engineering promises 
to make fanning more efficient 
and give Third World countries 
the means to produce food in inh- 
ospitable climates, he said. 

Backed by the government’s 
British Technology Group 
(BTG), Agricultural Genetics has 
first option to commercialise dis- 
coveries in plant biotechnology by 
the state-funded Agricultural 
Research Council. . 

The £15 million ($22 million) 
company, set up in July, is the 
government's latest scheme after 
Cell tech, the Medical Research 
Company, to ensure that Britain is 
not left behind in the race to cap- 
italise on the new technology. 

Roger Hay, director in charge 
of the BTG's Science Investment 
and Operations Division, says Bri- 
tish investors are now recognising 
the potential long-term promise of 
agricultural biotechnology where 
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pie of lifetime^' genetic eng- 
• meeting will be a major factor in a 
world market in plant propagation 
material now worth-about £1 3 bil- 
lion ($20 billion) a year. 

The key to biotechnology is a 
research breakthrough in the abi- 
lity to unravel the genetic inf- 
ormation in DNA (Deo- 
xyribonucleic Acid), recombine 
this substance and insert it into an 
organism to produce the desired 
characteristics. 

The science is still in its infancy 
but researchers believe that as 
they learn more about how genes 
work they will eventuality be able 
to “tailor-make” better-yielding, 
more resistant crops by altering 
their genetic make-up. 

At Brighton in southern Eng- 
land, scientists are taking the first 
steps in the laboratory towards 


breeding genetically engineered 
plants that could turn nitrogen in 


the air into natural fertilisers and 
grow on barren soil. 

Such plants, once only the 
dream of science fiction writers, 
are now feasible, the agricultural 
research council says. 

Problems remain, but “in terms 
of world food production the agr- 
icultural consequence of success in 
this area would be immense.” the 
council said in its 1981-82 annual 
report. 

Putting biotechnology to work 
is a long and costly process, and 
genetic engineering in the sense of 
a straight gene transfer between 
species has not yet made any con- 
tribution to plant breeding. 

Major breakthroughs might 
involve 1 0 years of research and a 
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further 10 in development, acc- 
ording to the BTG, which offers 
finance for industrial innovation' 
and joint venture projects. 

However, the number of small . 
genetic engineering firms is inc- 
reasing and analysts expect some- 
of today’s companies to grow into 
major corporations of the 1990s. 

About three-quarters of the 
new companies, most of them in 
the medical and industrial fields, 
are in the United States but there 
is growing competition from Eur- 
ope and Japan. 

Britain, whose biological res- 
earch is regarded as second only to 
that of the U.S., is expected to 
have nearly 30 biotechnology ven- 
tures by the end of this year. Three 
years ago it had none. 

The British government has 
invested about £60 million ($90 
million) in the sector as a whole 
and the Japanese and French gov- 
ernments have committed similar 
sums. 

However, agriculture appears 
unlikely to reap the fruits of bio- 
technology without controversy. 

In May, an American research 
team from Cornell University told 
an international conference on the 
commercial applications of bio- 
technology in Britain that the U.S. 
and Europe were benefiting from 
the genetic resources of poor cou- 
ntries while the Third World was 
losing out.

should the voice be so ugly? 

A harmonious voice saying the same words would be so much 
nirer to hear. And while we are on the subject of telephones, let us 
talk about some of our problems. 

If you are one or the few “Lucky” people to have a number with 
six digits, you are supposed to be convinced that yonr telephone has 
very little chance of going out of order. At least this is what they 
say, because the cables are electronic, but reality is different. 

In case your telephone Is out order and this has been happening 
more and more often recently, repairing it is an ordeal. 

You contact the post office and you give them your phone num- 
ber and tell them that it is out of order. Almost invariably they 
would answer you “but yon have a number with electronic cable 
and it is not supposed to go out of order. You’d better check your 
telephone set”. 

This is what yon do. You even buy a new set with no result. You 
then caD the post office again and they send you someone to have a 
look at your problem. 

Then there are two alternatives: You are either lucky and the 
problem is solved, or your are faced with a problem that cannot be 
solved. 

Some people in Amman say that the intricacies of the electronic 
cables — the type that cannot go out of order — surpass the 
technical know-how of our local technicians. But this remains to be 
proved. 


Genetic engineering comes to aid home-building industry 


The incorporation of an Eth- 
iopian- barley gene containing str- 
ipped rust disease resistance into 
U.S. barley varieties had saved 
U.S. farmers $150 million a year, 
they said, adding that Ethiopia 
had not shared in the benefits. 


WASHINGTON — The home- 
building indusity. as well as pulp 
manufacturers in the United Sta- 
tes and other parts of the world, 
needs enormous numbers of pine 
trees each year. And it is crucial 
for these industries that the trees 
be of uniformly high quality. To 
help satisfy these requirements. 
American forestry experts are 
using high technology genetic eng- 
ineering to produce millions of 
desirable trees. 

Normally, a tree is grown from a 
seed thai has inherited the genes 
of two parents. The result may be 


an almost infinite variety of des- 
irable and undesirable cha- 
racteristics. 

Producing a forest-full of des- 
irable Lrees from seed has been 
theoretically possible by creating 
hybird plants (the offspring of 
plants of different species), sel- 
ecting the best from among them 
and using the seeds of the chosen- 
few to plant a fresh forest, li can 
be done, but the process requires 
many years and there is always t he 
risk that some undesirable genes 
may emerge and defeat the entire 
costly and time-consuming exe- 


Rcsearchers have now turned to 
genetic engineering to come up 
with a new strain of slash pine 
trees of uniformly desirable qua- 
lity. Their work has paid off. So 
far. no less than 3oo million see- 
dlings of identical genetic cha- 
racteristics have been planted in 
forests in the southeastern United 
States. 


The process was not easy to dis- 
cover and develop, but it is rel- 
atively simple. Researchers have 
taken the needle-shaped leaves 


from small, newly germinated 
plants which were known to be of 
excellent quality. These leaves 
were then cut into tiny pieces and 
placed into a nutrient to grow into 
seedlings which were sub- 
sequently transplanted into the 
ground. 

The genes in every cell of the 
slash pine — as in every living 
thing — contain the design for that 
entire species. In other words, the' 
cells taken from those cut-up lea- 
ves carried not only the genetic 
information required to grow ide- 
ntical leaves, but also the ins-

Sports important to Americans, survey shows 


A recent survey on sports in the United States is 
said to have been one or the most comprehensive 
since the 1920s. Underwritten by a major Ame- 
rican company, the study concluded that not only 
are sports highly popular in America, they are also 
very important. 

For instance, almost 70 per cent of 1.300 Ame- 
ricans surveyed read about, watch or discuss 
sports every day. 

Some results of the survey were no surprise. The 
top spectator sports in the United States are — in 
order — American football, baseball and bas- 
ketball. But other survey results were surprising, 
such as Americans' favourite participatory sports. 
Swimming. callisthenics, jogging and bicycling — 
again in order — came- out on top. 

Sports have become a family function in Ame- 
rica, with many parents encouraging their chi- 
ldren to take part. Ninety-six per cent of all parents 


believe that sports competition is good for their 

children. 

• 

The study was compiled by John Pollock, a pri- 
vate social researcher, who said the survey “... 
provides dramatic evidence that sports are a com- 
pelling factor in the lives of most Americans.** He 
went on to say, “... Americans of all ages and 
certainly of both genders ... are involved in sports 
in a way that, if not all-consuming, is certainly 
integrated into the inner fabric of their lifestyle.” 
Pollock also said he was most impressed by the 
concern Americans show for the welfare of ath- 
letes. 

The report also had some good news about how 
Americans are taking care of their health. Since 
1961, the number of Americans who take physical 
exercise at least three times a week has doubled to 
about half of the population.

ABU DHABI (R) — The fin- 
ancial system in the United Arab 
Emirates fUAE) is likely to und- 
ergo an important transition over 
the next year or so as markets dev- 
elop in financial instruments, ban- 
kers say. 

They say the central bank has 
expressed a desire to see a market 
established in bank Certicates of 
Deposit (CDS) and the federal 
government has considered the 
issuance of treasury bills, although 
it appears to have shelved the idea 
for the present 

• No market in any dirham fin- 
ancial instrument exists in the 
UAE and the only developed 
market is for interbank deposits. 

Currently, the central bank can 
only influence interest rates thr- 
ough its swap line with the com- 
mercial h anks and by changing 
bank reserve requirements. 

Bankers say the central bank 
has indicated it might open a fac- 
ility to discount bank certificates 
of deposit, a move that would 
enhance central bank control over 
the banking system and help com- 
bat one of the major problems fac- 
ing the country's domestic banks 
— a substantial shortage of liq-- 
uidity. 

The central bank could inject 
funds into the banking system by 
buying CDS and drain funds by 
selling them, thus influencing int- 
erest rates. 

Bankers say by discounting 
CDS, the central bank could eff- 
ectively guarantee the paper of 
many banks in the emirates and 
influence large depositors to keep 
funds with local banks. 

Currently, many big depositors 
strictly limit their exposure to the 
smaller local UAE banks because 
of concern about credit quality. 

Instead, they place much of 
their money with the larger banks, 
particularly the big foreign banks 
in the country which are often reg- 
arded as more sound. 

A central bank guarantee would 
reduce depositor concern about 
local banks and arrest the drift of 
funds to the larger and foreign ins- 
titutions. bankers say. 

Banks such as the National

Bank of Abu Dhabi issue CDS to 
customers but uo secondary mar- 
ket exists in the instruments. 

Thus, the major advantage to 
banks of issuing CDS — the gua- 
rantee of a deposit for a fixed per- 
iod — is lost since the bank must 
buy back CDS that holders wish to 
sell. 

Bankers say, however, that dea- 
ling rooms in.the country lack the 
experience necessary to trade in 
financial instruments and this 
would be a major obstacle to the 
development of a secondary CD 
market.

in the mean time, the central 
bank has taken steps to improve 
the liquidity of the interbank dep- 
osit market in the UAE. 

Concerned about a drift of dir- 
hams abroad, particularly to 
banks in Bahrain, the central bank 
has effectively brought the int- 
erbank market onshore by imp- 
osing a 30 per cent reserve req- 
uirement on banks lending funds 
abroad.

not clear whether the central bank 
intends to act to establish a sec- 
ondary market in CDS and central 
bank officials were not available 
for comment. 

One banker said his bank might 
try an issue of marketable CDS to 
see what the central bank res- 
ponse would be and bankers agr- 
eed the development of such a 
market was inevitable sooner or 
later. 

Some bankers say that an inf- 
ormal poll among senior bankers 
was conducted around four 
months ago on whether the gov- 
ernment should issue treasury bills 
or bonds to finance the largest 
budget deficit in its 12-year his- 
tory. 

Many bankers said they would 
favour such an issue, since it would 
help meet the deficit, officially 
forecast at 5.5 billion dirhams 
($1.5 billion) and also further 
develop the country’s banking sys- 
tem. 

But the government appears to 
have shelved the notion, pre-

Regan says U.S. 

deficits do not dri 
up interest rates 


RIYADH (R) — U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan, parting company once again with other lea- 
ding U.S. economic policy makers, Wednesday fir- 
mly rejected the notion that U.S. budget deficits kept 
interest rates high. 


In a speech to the American 
business community here, he said: 
“You will continue to hear from 
those who say that deficits. wiQ 
cause interest rates to rise. You 
won't be shown any hard data.” 

His remarks followed those of 
Mr. Paul Volcker, chairman of the 
U.S. centra) bank, tfre Federal 
Reserve, who said in Washington 
last week that the budget deficit 
could drive interest rates up and 
threaten the economic recovery. 

President Reagan's chief eco- 
nomic adviser, Mr. Martin Fel- 
dstein, recently issued the same 
warning as Mr. Volcker. 

But Mr. Regan argued Wed- 
nesday that in 1981 the federal 
budget deficit stood at around 
$150 to $160 billion and the U.S. 
prime rate. was 21 per cent. Wed- 

U.S. may 
buy lesser 
Saudi oil 


RIYADH 1R1 — U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Donald Regan said 
Tuesday American purchases of 
Saudi crude oil might diminish in 
the future. 

Mr. Regan, briefing reporters 
on his talks here with Saudi oil 
Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, said factors such as more 
fuel-efficient American cars and 
new oil discoveries in the United 
States meant future purchases by 
the U.S. of Saudi crude could 
decline. 

The U.S.-based Heritage 
Foundation said in a recent report 
that only 29.5 per cent of U.S. oil 
imports in the first quarter of this 
year came from the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
lOPECi members, compared with 
70.3 percent in 1977. 

The private research institute 
said Arab OPEC members' share 
of American oil imports fell to 8.9 
per cent from 36.2 per cent over 
the same period. It also noted 
Saudi Arabia, once the United 
States' biggest supplier, now 
ranked only tenth. 

Mr. Regan said Sheikh Yamani 
told him that an Iranian blockade 
of the Gulf "might cause the spot 
price ( of oil ) to rise mo mentarily .” 
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uesday. with the deficit at $200 
billion, the prime rate had been 
halved. 

He also criticised those who 
argued that taxes should be raised 
to curb the deficit, saying such a 
move could stifle the prospect sur- 
ging capital investment in the Uni- 
ted States and choke off the rec- 
overy. 

Mr. Feldstein. whose views 
have come into increasing conflict 
with those of Mr. Regan, has arg- 
ued repeatedly that tax increases 
may be the only way to - cut the 
deficit. 

But Mr. Regan said only sharp 
reductions in government spe- 
nding would bring the deficit 
down. 

Accordingly, Mr. Regan said he 
had asked the president to request 


from Congress new powers to 
reduce budget appropriations and 
bring the budget more fully under 
presidential control. 

Mr. Regan said interest rates 
had fallen because of a more gen- 
erous credit policy by the Federal 
Reserve. 

During his two-day visit here, 
however. Mr. Regan told rep- 
orters he was worried that the 
Federal Reserve would not ease 
credit conditions further, which 
could harm the recovery. 

He also predicted intensified 
protectionist pressures in the Uni- 
ted States next year as the after- 
effects of the recession prompted 
still-weak domestic industries to 
seek refuge behind trade barriers. 

"It would be tragic if pro- 
tectionism. fuelled by the desire 10 
safeguard employment, was per- 
mitted ro destroy the recovery 
now providing millions of new 
jobs.” 

Mr. Regan leaves Saudi Arabia 
Wednesday for an overnight stop 
in Kuwait and brief visit to Bah- 
rain Thursday. 


Airlines protest fails 

ISTANBUL (R) — A protest by several major airlines against rents 
at a newly-opened terminal at Istanbul airport has collapsed and all 
are preparing to move into the building, a senior airline official said 
Wednesday. 

Two months ago. 17 international airlines wrote to the Turkish 
airport authority saying rents of $35 to $40 a square metre with 
additional surcharges of 25 per cent were around 20 times those in 
the old terminal and among the highest in the world. 

They said they would not sign contracts for. space in the new 
terminal and demanded a meeting wiih the authority. 

An official of one of the protesting airlines told Reuters all 17 had 
agreed to sign at the prices asked after several of their number earlier 
unilaterally gave up the protest. 

Exxon boosts profits 

NEW YORK fR) — Exxon, the world's biggest oil company, said 
I Tuesday that estimated third quarter-profits improved 20.5 per cent, 
owing partly to higher North Sea crude oil production and cuts in 
operating costs. 

The company, the largest industrial corporation in the United 
States, managed to increase profits to $ 1 .23 billion from $ 1 .02 billion 
in the third quarter of last year, despite continuing depressed con- 
ditions in oil markets outside the United States. 

“Consistent with the economic recovery underway in the U.S.. 
market conditions here for petroleum and chemical products imp- 
roved throughout the first three quarters this year.” Exxon, Cha- 
irman C.C. Garvin Jr said. 

“Petroleum markets elsewhere, while showing some improvement 
from the year earlier period, generally remained depressed despite 
reductions in crude-oil supply costs earlier this year.” he added. 

For the first nine months of this year, Exxon estimated its profits at 
$3.36 billion, an improvement of 24.2 per cent over earnings rep- 
orted for the corresponding quarter last year. 

Exxon added that total revenues fell in the latest quarter to S23.34 
billion from $25.20 billion in the third quarter of 19K2. 

Turkey starts bank 
deposit insurance system 

ANKARA (R) — Turkey has started a system for insuring non- 
commercial bank deposits of up to three million Turkish lira- 
($12,000) to help lure back savers scared off by bankine sector 
upheavals .since last year. 

The new system, outlined in revised banking laws published in 
July, became effectiveTuesday .after detailed regulations appeared in 
the government gazette. 

Under the new rules, banks must pay premiums, set by the finance 
ministry and based on the non-commercial deposits they hold, into a 
special central bank fund. 

The fund will be used to compensate any savers hit by a bank 
collapse, up to a limit of three million lira per account. 

Savers will pay no extra bank charges for the insurance service, to 
which all banks are obliged to subscribe. 

Economic analysts said the system was designed to lure more 
private money into the country’s 45 banks. 

Tfre banks suffered a dramatic drop in deposits following a collapse 
of brokerage houses last year and the subsequent government take- 
over of several banks hh by the collapse. 


Argentina asks banks 
to postpone new credits 

BUENOS AIRES (R) — Foreign banks have postponed indefinitely 
ia $500 million credit release to Argentina, to have been made on 2 
Friday, banking sources said Tuesday. 

A steering committee of 12 foreign banks heading talks to ren- 
egotiate Argentina's $40 billion external debt took the decision at a 
meeting in New York Monday, they added. 

. Although the postponement was nominally at Argentina's request, 
the sources said many small U.S. regional banks were unwilling to 
disburse the $500 million before elections on Sunday to return 
Argentina to democracy after nearly eight years of military rule. 

Argentina’s military government had also signalled to the siee ring 
committee that it was unable to fulfil a pre-condition demanded by 
many foreign banks for release of the $500 million on Oct. 28 as 
planned, the sources said. 

This condition was that two major public sector agencies — the 
Republic and the hydro-electric company Agua Y ^rfergia Elect rica 
— should first sign agreements to refinance their external debt mat- 
urities falling due in 1983, they added. 

A domestic political controversy over the proposed terms for 
refinancing some $9 billion of public sector debt has plunged Arg- 
entina into a major foreign payments crisis and the government is 
anxious not to take further action until it consults with the winner of 
Sunday’s poll, the sources said. 
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U.S. massively 
criticised for 
Grenada action 

LONDON (R) — Even American newspapers have 
criticised the Reagan administration’s decision to 
invade Grenada, and elsewhere there has been alm- 
ost universal condemnation from the world’s press. 


The New York Times referred 
in an editorial Wednesday to "a 
flimsy warrant for invasion”, and 
said: “ If there were clear evidence 
oF Cuban or Soviet intervention, 
there would be a case for United 
States intervention. But no such 
evidence has yet been involed.” 
Wednesday's Washington Post 
editorial said Tuesday's invasion 
of the Caribbean island was “an 
immensely grave act” and added: 
“To the serious disadvantage of 
American policy, the ove- 
rwhelming image of American 
gunboats still dominates per- 
ceptions and politics through 
much of the hemisphere.” 

In South Africa, however, the. 
pro-government Citizen new- 
spaper supported the int- 
ervention. saying it was a pity that 
President Reagan could not act as 
decisively elsewhere. 

The official Soviet news agency 
TASS in a fiercely- worded com- 
mentary said the invasion was "an 
act of international banditry, of 
international terrorism, by those 
in Washington who aspire to sit in 
judgement on the world and use 
armed force as their main political 
weapon." 

In Britain, where official sou- 
rces said Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher had tried to dissuade Mr. 
Reagan from the invasion, the 
right-wing Daily Mail and Daily 
Telegraph supported it. 

Bui the Times, the Financial 
Times and the Guardian were all 
critical. The Times said the inv- 
asion was an act of aggression and 
a breach of international law. but 
added that some good could be 
salvaged if Grenada returned qui- 
ckly to constitutional government. 

Se veral French newspapers said 
the invasion was connected with 
the recent attack on U.S. Marines 
in Beirut. The left-wing Lib- 
eration called the attack a grave 
error.” 

At the United Nations 


Tuesday night Mexico, accused 
the United’States of flagrant agg- 
ression by leading an invasion of 
Grenada, and urged the Security 
Council to adopt measures to get 
foreign troops off the Caribbean 
island. 

In London, Britain's opposition 
Labour Party Wednesday called 
for Queen Elizabeth to intervene 
in Grenada to secure formation of 
a new government there. 

Labour foreign affairs spo- 
kesman Denis Healey told a Bri- 
tish radio interviewer that the inv- 
asion of the island, following a 
coup in which Prime Minister 
Maurice Bishop and several cab- 
inet ministers were killed last 
week, was a disastrous error. 

In Havana. Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro Wednesday condemned 
the invasion of Grenada as an 
"enormous political error” and 
called on the United States to halt 
its attacks on the tiny Caribbean 
island. 

In the Nicaraguan capital of 
Managua, crowds chanting “Gre- 
nada will overcome,'' dem- 
onstrated Tuesday night against 
the United States invasion of Gre- 
nada. 

In Managua and several major 
cides across the country, dem- 
onstrators took to the streets in 
response to radio appeals to con- 
demn the U.S. action on the smaD 
Caribbean island. 

Diplomats sajd the invasion of 
Grenada deepened suspicions 
among the Sandinist leadership 
that die Reagan administration 
was planning direct military int- 
ervention in Nicaragua as well. 

And China strongly condemns 
the invasion of Grenada, a foreign 
ministry spokesman said. 

“The U.S. armed invasion is a 
flagrant violation of the United , 
Nations charter and of normal rel- 
ations between states.” he told a . 
weekly briefing of foreign cor- 
respondents in Peking.

Yoko Ono to donate $4m 


NEW YORK(R) — Yoko Ono. 
widow of ex-Beatle John Lennon, 
has announced she would give 
property and goods estimated to 
be worth more than S4 million to 
charity. 

In a statement she said she 
would make the donations “in 
apology as a member of the 
human race and in memory of war 
casualties of the world”. 

The gifts comprise a total of five 
properties, a 1965 Rolls Royce 
classic Phantom car. musical ins- 
truments and cash to help a variety 
of organisations and charities. 

George Speerin. a spokesman 
for Lennon's widow, said he did 
not yet know whether the pro- 
perty and goods would be sold or 
auctioned, but he said early est- 
imates put their total value at 
more than $4 million. 

The donations include a 22'-;- 
acre (about nine hectares] wat- 
erfront property in Virginia, pro- 
ceeds to go to a Virginia foster 
homes organisation, and 25 acres 
(TO hectares) of land in the isle of 
Domish. Ireland, to aid Irish orp- 
hans. 

Proceeds from the sale of a 


12N-acre (51 hectares) Virginia 
plantation will go to the Str- 
awbenyfields orphanage in Liv- 
erpool England. Lennon's hom- 
etown. 

Ono also plans to give a col- 
lection of Lennon's lithographs to 
Liverpool art school. 

She announced she would don- 
ate S5G0.000 to New York’s Cen- 
tral Park, a section of which is to 
be named Strawberry fields in 
memory of Lennon. 

The proceeds from a TV doc- 
umentary on Ono's life would go 
to the American charity care. 

Ono also plans to donate pro- 
ceeds from the sale of two farms in 
New York State, a Rolls Royce. 
musical instruments, jewellery 
and other personal effects to the 
spirit foundation, a children's cha- 
rity set up in the 1 970s by Ono and 
Lennon. 

Mr. Speerin said Ono's decision 
to make the donations and the 
plea for peace had been inf- 
luenced by recent events around 
the world, especially in Lebanon, 
where more than 200 U.S. and 
French soldiers died in a weekend 
attack. 


U.N. panel raps Frank Sinatra 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - 
Frank Sinatra showed utter con- 
tempt for opponents of South Afr- 
ica’s creation of black tribal hom- 
elands by performing in one of 
them, receiving an award and add- 
ressing its legislature. a U.N. panel 
said Wednesday. 

He was reported to have been 
paid SI. 79 million for his app- 
earance at Sun City. Bop- 
huthatswana, which South Africa 
accorded “independence” unr- 
ecognised by any other state. 

The singing superstar is among 
more than 200 persons named in a 
first list of entertainers said to 
have appeared at Sun City and in 
South Africa, ignoring numerous 
U.N. resolutions calling for a cul- 
tural boycott of the republic bec- 
ause of its policy of racial seg- 
regation. 

The list complements a register 
of athletes who spurned a rec- 
ommended U.N. ban on sports 
contacts with South Africa. 

Prepared by the U.N. centre 
against apartheid at the direction 
of a General Assembly committee 
set up to guide the U.N. campaign 
against South African race polity, 
the 17-page document also sin- 
gled out Geraldine Branagan. an 
Irish singer said to have ent- 
ertained South African troops. 

Leo Solomon, vice president of- 


the William Morris agency, said to 
have recruited many American 
entertainers for Sun City, and 
Robert Leonard of Red Beard 
Presents Productions. Las Vegas, 
were named. 

Among those named in addition 
to Frank Sinatra are comedy stars 
Shelley Berman.

MOSCOW (R) — Two Soviet 
cosmonauts in their fifth month on 
board the space station Salyut-7 
said Wednesday they are bec- 
oming increasingly tired but pro- 
mised to complete their “difficult 
expedition.” 

Talking by radio to a reporter 
from the Communist daily Pravda. 
cosmonaut Vladimir Lykhanov 
said he and his colleague, Ale- 
xander Alexandrov, spent thei^ 
spare time re-reading letters sent 
to them in the Progress-18 supply 
craft last week. 

Alexandrov said although they 
■ had been in orbit for 100 days. 


well below the space endurance 
record of 21 1 days set by two cos- 
monauts last year, fatigue was 
nonetheless building up. 

However, they were not wor- 
ried about their health. “We pro- 
mise to cany out to the full the 
programme of this difficult exp- 
edition,” he said. 

Last week the daily Moskovski 
Komsomolyets said the condition 
of the cosmonauts had now sta- 
bilised and that contraction of 
their muscles had ceased. Such 
problems had not been reported in 
the past. 


Japanese voters disapprove of 
Tokyo’s attitude to corruption 


TOKYO (Rj — Increasing num- 
bers of Japanese are critical of the 
government attitude to corruption 
in the wake of former Prime Min- 
ister Kakuei Tanaka's bribery 
conviction, according to an opi- 
nion poll released Wednesday. 

The survey of 3,000 people, 
taken last weekend and published 
by the mass-circulation Yomiuri 
Shimbun, showed 24.6 per cent of 
those questioned — 10 per cent 
more than one month ago — said 


their main criticism of the gov- 
ernment was that it was not ser- 
ious in its condemnations of cor- 
ruption. 

Falling approval of Prime Min- 
ister Yasuhiro Nakasone’s cabinet 
— down to 40.2 per cent from 
45.5 per cent in a similar poll last 
month — coincides with a boycott 
of parliament by all the opposition 
parties that has paralysed Lhe leg- 
islature for the past two weeks. 


No change for better in 
human rights in 1982 


LONDON (R) — Amnesty Int- 
ernational charged governments 
Wednesday with manipulating’ 
evidence of human rights abuses, 
covering up torture and killings in 
one pan of the world while using 
such violations elsewhere for pol- 
itical purposes. 

‘'Statements about human 
rights have been misused to make 
political propaganda,’ ‘ the 
London-based human rights mon- 
itoring group said in its annual 
report. 

Among examples it cited rep- 
orting of the situation in Poland by 
Soviet news media, statements by 
United States officials on Central 
America and the sudden focus by 
Britain on torture and dis- 
appearances in Argentina during 
last year's FaUdands War. 

The report said at least 1,609 
political and other prisoners were 
put to death in 42 countries in 
1982. It detailed cases of exe- 
cutions. torture and political imp- 
risonment in 117 countries. 

In El Salvador, amnesty bel- 
ieved that all brandies of the sec- 
urity forces were involved in a 
“systematic and widespread pro- 
gramme of torture, abduction and 
individual and mass killing s of 
men, women and children”. 

The report blamed official sec- 
urity units in Guatemala for the 
vast majority of thousands of pol- 
itical killin gs and disappearances 
last year. Similar abuses increased 
in Honduras and were again rep- 
orted from Argentina, it added. 

In Asia, the arrest and long- 
term detention of prisoners wit- 
hout trial remained major con- 
cerns in 1982. 

In Africa, political imp- 
risonment was widespread in 1982 
and was used under varying pol- 
itical systems. 

In the Middle East, human 
rights abuses included large num- 
bers of executions, political kil- 
lings and trials in which standards 
fell short of international norms. 

Palestinian, Lebanese 
detainees 

The report also expressed con- 
cern about the detention by Israeli 
forces of thousands of Palestinians 
and Lebanese after last year's inv- 
asion of Lebanon. 


In Europe, it noted that the 
imprisonment of conscientious 
objectors to military service in 
East and West Germany, France, 
Greece, Hungary. Italy, Swi- 
tzerland and the Soviet Union. 

Amnesty said it worked on 
behalf of some 450 Soviet det- 
ainees believed be prisoners of 
conscience in 1982. 

Reports continued to arrive 
from Turkey that political pri- 
soners were tortured and that 
some had died as a result. 

The report also referred to a 
marked increase of allegations of 
torture and ill-treatment of pri- 
soners in Italy and Spain. 

The report accused Pakistan’s 
government of arresting tho- 
usands of people solely for exp- 
ressing their opinions and said 
several hundred Pakistanis, inc- 
1 lu ding some political prisoners, 
had been executed. 

It expressed concern about rep- 
orts of political imprisonment and 
torture in South Korea and the 
Philippines, where it said mem- 
. bers of the armed forces and par- 
amilitary groups acting with off- 
icial sanction were responsible for 
arbitrary killings. 

In Vietnam and Laos, tho- 
usands of people were still being 
held in political re-education 
camps more than seven years after ; 
first being detained, it said. 

Allegations of torture and death 
under torture increased in Libya, 
it said. Reports of ill-treatment of 
prisoners and torture also came 
from Bahrain, Egypt, Syria and 
Tunisia. 

The report said court-imposed 
death penalties were carried out ! 
last year in at least 19 African 
countries, including 101 exe- 
cutions in South Africa. 

The first executions since ind- 
ependence in 1980 were also car- 
ried out in Zimbabwe, it said. 

In Namibia. Niger, South Afr- ! 
ica, Uganda, and Zimbabwe pol- 
ideal prisoners were reported to 
have died in custody as a result of 
torture or harsh treatment. Amn- 
esty said. 

Amnesty said more than 100 
people abducted from Angola in 
1978 were still being held by 
South African authorities in Nam- 
ibia (South West Africa). 
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Texan water- torture sheriff jailed - 

HOUSTON.Texas (R) — A former sheriff was jailed for 10 yean " 
and fined SI 2,000 for using water torture to obtain confessions 
from prisoners. Judge James Dean da told James C. Parker Tue- 
sday he deserved the severest possible sentence since under him 
law enforcement in San Jacinto County was controlled by “a gang 
of thugs". Parker was found guilty last month after witnesses 
testified that he and some of his deputies tied them to a chair, 
placed a towel over their face and poured water onto it until they 
choked. Two former deputies. John Glover and Cart Lee. were ' 
also found guilty. Glover received a five-year term, of which three 
years were suspended, and Lee was sentenced to seven yeats with 
three suspended. Parker has also been charged with operating an 
illegal trapi Cor suspected marijuana users in which he subjected 
men and women to strip searches beside the highway. Special 
targets included blacks and long-haired males. 

Kidnapped Guatemalan sisters freed 

GUATEMALA CITY (R) — Leftist guerrillas have released the 
kidnapped sisters of both Guatemala's current head of state and 
* his predecessor, a government spokesman said. The spokesman 
said the Rebel Armed Forces (FAR.i freed the sister of bead of 
state Gen. Oscar Mejia Victores after more than a month in a 
captivity. They also released the sister of former Guatemalan 
President E fra in Rios Montt. She had been abducted almost four 
months ago. The women were freed after newspapers Tuesday- 
published a FAR manifesto accusing the government of mur- 
dering 243 Guatemalans since Gen. Rios Montt was deposed m a 
coup on Aug. 8. 

Taiwanese girl stung to death 

TAIPEI (R) — A swarm of bees stung a girl to death and put 10 
other people in hospital after attacking a mountain climbing team 
in centra] Taiwan, police said Wednesday. They said the girl died 
Tuesday after being stung more than 200 times. 

Nissan develops AC electric car 

TOKYO (R) — Japan's Nissan Motor Company said Wednesday 
it had developed an electric car that could run non-stop for four 
hours at an average speed of 40 km/h before recharging its bat- 
teries. The prototype would be exhibited at the 25th Tokyo motor 
show which opens on Saturday, it said. The car uses special bat- 
teries with greater storage capacity than conventional ones and 
uses newly developed technology to convert Direct Current (DC t 
to Alternating Current (AC). Nissan said. The car. with a top 
speed of 90 ktn'h had a two-speed automatic transmission which 
gave excellent acceleration and hill climbing ability, the motor 
company said. It said there were no immediate. plans to start 
commercial production. Nissan said the car was the first dev- 
eloped in Japan to use an AC motor rather than a DC one. This 
increased the distance that could be travelled on a single battery 
charge and made maintenance more easy.
